N e w Y o r k , Ju ly 1 .—C harles M. M ur­ 
phy of the Kings Cou nty wheelmen 
rode a mile on a bicycle, paced by a lo­ 
comotive, in 37 4-3 seconds. 
His course 
was a two-mile board track on a siding 
of the Long Island railroad. 
M urphy 
followed an engine and a day coach, the 
latter being provided w ith a hood,which 
acted as a windshield for the rider. The 
board track , w hich was laid near May­ 
wood, L. I., and extended from that 
station two miles east-, was as nearly 
perfect to a level as sk ill could mak e it. 
: Fu lly 3,000 people sawr M urphy mak e 
hi* daring ride. 
Tnose on the back platform stated 
that the rid er’s handle bars had k nock ed 
uiraiu*t the rubber buffer at least six 
tim es and each tim e the concussion 
sent him back fu ll six feet, but M urphy 
always had 
strength enough to re­ 
gain this distance. 
D u ring the last 
qu arter of a mile the rider covered the 
grou nd for the greater part fu lly a 
w heel’s length outside of the hood, but 
as he passed the finish he was close up. 
Ju st then two strong men on board the 
train reached down and seized the 
j rider by either arm and lifted him 
aboard the car in safety. 
Their action 
undoubtedly saved M u rphy’s life, be­ 
cause he was then in such a weak con­ 
dition that had he been allowed to re­ 
m ain on the wheel he would have l>eeu 
unable to control it. 
M urphy was carried to the front part 
of the car and laid on a cot, where a 
physician adm inistered to him and in 
less than five m inu tes ¿he cyclist was 
able to converse with those arou nd him. 
M urphy seemed dazed at first, and said 
in answer to queries as to why he fell 
back so m any times: 
“ I did that so 
that I m ight not come in contact w ith 
the plank s winch were being torn u p in 
front of m e.” 
Later on, however, he did not refer to 
this, but said continually: 
“ Boys, I ’ve 
alw ays felt that I could do this. 
Now 
that I have done it I am satisfied, and 
so are m any others.” 
Before the train had reached Babylon, 
M urphy had regained his norm al con­ 
dition. 
M urphy rode a 28 -iuch wheel, geared 
to 120, 6k , 
crank hangers, and the 
weight of tiie machine was 20 
% pounds.

N e w Y o r k , Ju ly L.—Charles M. M ur­ 
phy of the Kings County wheelmen 
rode a mile on a bicycle, paced by a lo­ 
comotive, in 57 4-5 seconds. 
His course 
was a two-mile board track on a siding 
of the Lo 11 a Island railroad. 
M urphy 
followed an engine and a day coach, the 
latter being provided w ith a hood, which 
acted as a windshield for the rider. The 
board track, which was laid near May­ 
wood, I j. I., aud extended from that 
station two miles east, was as nearly 
perfect to a level as skill could make it. 
Fully 3,(MHI people saw M urphy make 
his daring ride. 
Tnose on the back platform stated 
that tile rider’s handle bars had knocked 
against the rubber buffer at least six 
times aud each tim e the concussion 
sent him back full six feet, but M urphy 
always had 
strength enough to re­ 
gain ibis distance. 
D uring the last 
quarter of a mile the rider covered the 
ground for the greater part fully a 
w heel’s length outside of the hood, but 
as he passed rile finish he was close up. 
Ju st then two strong men on board the 
train reached down and seized the 
rider by cither arm and lifted him 
aboard the car in safety. 
Their action 
undoubtedly saved M urphy’s life, be­ 
cause hi* was then in such a weak con­ 
dition that had lie been allowed to re­ 
m ain on the wheel he would have lieen 
unable to control it. 
M urphy was carried to the front part 
of the car and laid on a cot, where a 
physician adm inistered to him and in 
less than five m inutes .the cyclist was 
able to converse w ith those around him. 
M urphy seemed dazed at first, and said 
in answ er to queries as to why he fell 
back so m any times: 
“ I did th at so 
th at I m ight not come in contact w ith 
the planks which were being torn up in 
front of m e.” 
Later on, however, he did not refer to 
this, but said continually: 
“ Boys, I ’ve 
always felt that I could do this.

Idolatry caused the overthrow of all 
the great nations of antiquity.

“If they w ill not obey, I w ill utterly 
pluck up and destroy that nation, saith 
the Lord,” is the trnth as Jeremiah 
voices it. 
It is true today. 
It has ever 
been true. 
It must ever remain trnth 


bo long a s God iH God and man is man.

gathered withou t interru p tion for sev­ 
eral centu ries, is there any ap p arent 
need of fertilizers 
In sp ite of this, all 
attemp ts at colonization have failed, 
either throu gh the p oor class of iniu ii 
grants secu red, tbe financial instability 
of the variou s comp anies or the corru p ­ 
tion and op p ression of tbe governors 
and government agenta 
Tbe resu lt is 
that tbe middle and lower classes in 
the islands are almost of tbe worst p os­ 
sible typ e 
In addition to this p rimary difficu lty 
in secu ring reliable labor, the agricu l­ 
tu rist is confronted at the start with 
the necessity for an immense amou nt 
of work in clearing new land. 
When 
this is accomp lished and a lu xu riant 
crop raised, it is at tbe mercy of the 
first typ hoon 
Besides tbe typ hoon, 
there is to be feared in certain p rov­ 
inces the “ dagu do," or dry land wind, 
which dries u p and destroys vegetation 
Diseases so far hardly known to Eu ro­ 
p ean doctors resu lt from tbe tu rning 
np of this virgin soil 
According to 
comp etent medical au thority, many of 
these strange disorders cau se death 
within a few hou rs, while from others, 
even if the p atient recovers, he is con­ 
demned to a wretched and lingering 
existence. 
Another of tbe great diflÖcnJties in 
the way of agricu ltu ral develop ment is 
tbe otter lack of roads and ship p ing 
p ointa 
The native Filip ino is u nable 
to do any large amou nt of work and 
cares to do less. 
He is indolent and 
given to gambling. All these vices have 
to be taken into accou nt in any u nder 
taking where labor is emp loyed. 
The 
lack of credit is another seriou s handi 
cap to enterp rise. 
The minimnm cost 
of money in tbe Philip p ines regardless 
of secu rity is 12 p er cent. 
At p resent 
the Filip inos are cu rsed by a well or 
ganized body of the worst sort of u su r 
ista 
The p rice of nearly all crop s is 
steadily falling as the p rodu ction retro­ 
grades in qu antity and qu ality 
Lieu tenant Hayne in transmitting 
this interesting docu ment states that 
be wou ld strongly recommend sp ecial 
qu arantine measu res against Philip p ine 
p lanta as there exist an immense nu m­ 
ber of very inju riou s p arasites in the 
islands and many p rivate p arties are 
already p rep aring to imp ort botanical 
sp ecimena

California heavy artil­ 
lery. on agriculture in the Philippines 
Lieutenant Hayne had been able to 
make no personal observations beyond 
the American lines, but be transmits 
the translation of an article prepared 
for him by Senor Manuel del Busto, 
chief of the agricultural experiment 
station in Manila. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
report is the almost hopeless picture 
presented of the conditions prevailing 
in the islands 
The great fertility of 
the soil is pointed oat. and it is said 
that only in a few restricted areas, 
where three crops a year have been 
gathered without interruption for sev­ 
eral centuries, is there any apparent 
need of fertilizers. 
In spite of this, all 
attempts at colonization have failed, 
either through the poor class of immi 
grants secured, the financial instability 
of the various companies or the corrup­ 
tion and oppression of the governors 
and government agents. 
The result is 
that the middle and lower classes in 
the islands are almost of the worst pos­ 
sible type. 
In addition to this primary difficulty 
in securing reliable labor, the agricul­ 
turist is confronted at the start with 
the necessity for an immense amount 
of work in clearing new land. 
When 
this is accomplished and a luxuriant 
crop raised, it is at the mercy of the 
first typhoon 
Besides the typhoon, 
there is to be feared in certain prov­ 
inces the “dagudo, ” or dry land wind. 
which dries up and destroys vegetation 
Diseases so far hardly known to Euro­ 
pean doctors result from the turning 
np of this virgin soil. 
According to 
competent medical authority, many of 
these strange disorders cause death 
within a few hours, while from others, 
even if the patient recovers, he is con­ 
demned to a wretched and lingering 
existence. 
Another of the great difficulties in 
the way of agricultural development is 
the utter lack of roads and shipping 
points. 
The native Filipino is unable 
to do any large amount of work and 
cares to do less. 
He is indolent and 
given to gambling. All these vices have 
to be taken into account in any under 
taking where labor is employed. 
The 
lack of credit is another serione bandi 
cap to enterprise. 
The minimum cost 
of money in the Philippines regardless 
of security is 12 per cent 
At present 
the Filipinos are cursed by a well or 
ganized body of the worst sort of near 
ists. 
The price of nearly all crops is 
steadily falling aa the production retro­ 
grades in quantity and quality 
Lieutenant Hayne in transmitting 
this interesting document states that 
he would strongly recommend special 
quarantine measures against Philippine 
plants, as there exist an immense num­ 
ber of very injurious parasites in the 
islands and many private parties are 
already preparing to import botanical

Washington has received an interesting 
report, dated Manila, from Lieutenant 
A. P Hayne. California heavy artil­ 
lery. on agriculture in the Philippines 
Lieutenant Hayne had been able to 
make no personal observations beyond 
the American lines, but be transmits 
the translation of an article prepared 
for him by Senor Manuel del Busto, 
chief of the agricultural experiment 
station in Manila. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
report is the almost hopeless picture 
presented of the conditions prevailing 
in the islands 
The great fertility of 
the soil is pointed out. and it is said 
that only in a few restricted areas, 
where three crops a year have been 
gathered without interruption for sev 
eral centuries, is there any apparent 
need of fertilizers 
In spite of this, all 
attempts at colonization have failed, 
either through the poor class of immi 
grants secured, the financial instability 
of the various companies or the corrup­ 
tion and oppression of the governors 
and government agents. 
The result is 
that the middle and lower classes in 
the islands are almost of the worst pos­ 
sible type 
In addition to this primary difficulty 
in securing reliable labor, the agricul­ 
turist is confronted at the start with 
the necessity for an immense amount 
of work in clearing new land. 
When 
this is accomplished and a luxuriant 
crop raised, it is at the mercy of the 
first typhoon 
Besides the typhoon, 
there is to be feared in certain prov­ 
inces the “ dagudo," or dry land wind, 
which dries up and destroys vegetation 
Diseases so far hardly known to Euro­ 
pean doctors resnlt from the turning 
up of this virgin soil. 
According to 
competent medical authority, many of 
these strange disorders cause death 
within a few hours, while from others, 
even if the patient recovers, he is con­ 
demned to a wretched and lingering 
existence. 
Another of the great difficulties in 
the way of agricultural development is 
the utter lack of roads and shipping 
points. 
The native Filipino is unable 
to do any large amount of work and 
cares to do less. 
He is indolent and 
given to gambling. All these vices have 
to be taken into account in any under 
taking where labor is employed. 
The 
lack of credit is another serious handi 
cap to enterprise. 
The minimum cost 
of money in the Philippines regardless 
of security is 12 per cent 
At present 
the Filipinos are cursed by a well or 
ganized body of the worst sort of usnr 
ists. 
The price of nearly all crops is 
steadily falling as the production retro­ 
grades in quantity and quality 
Lieutenant Hayne in transmitting 
this interesting document states that 
he would strongly recommend special 
qnarantine measures against Philippine 
plants, as there exist an immense Dum­ 
ber of very injurious parasites in the 
islands and many private parties are 
already preparing to import botanical 
specimens.

A wooden track more than two 
miles long bad been laid out between 
the rails 
There was little cr no grade. 
the weather was just right 
Murphy 
was fit as a Addle, and an extension 
had been attached to the single car be­ 
hind which Murphy rode to shield him 
from the wind This extension went to 
within an inch of the rails, so that 
Morphy practically was hemmed in ou 
the sides aud overhead 
Flags marked the quarters of the 
mile, and a flying start of about half a 
mile was made 
The engine aud car 
went over the route alone first as a test, 
the time being I 06 
Then they went 
back, and about 6 o’clock the word was 
given for the start, an interesting group 
on the rear platform watching Mur­ 
phy’s every move. 
The train got under headway quick­ 
ly and was going at a rattling clip 
when the beginning of the mile waa 
reached 
Murphy was bumming along 
behind, his eyes glued to a white strip 
of board attached to the rear platform 
and his legs churning up and down as 
rapidly aud smoothly as the piston rods 
moved on the engine in front of bim 
I here was some uneasiness before the 
ride began that Murphy would wabble 
or swerve and perhaps meet with an 
accident, but this vanished when it was 
W’cn that he was going true as a die 
He rode almost a hair line and never 
once got off the center board of the 
{rack, not varying from a straight line 
more than four inches. 
The train flew 
along and with it flew the cyclist, his 
flair streaming and his body bent low.

department 
at 
Washington bas received an interesting 
report, dated Manila, from Lieutenant 
A 
P Hayne. California heavy artil­ 
lery. on agriculture in the Philippines 
Lieutenant Hayne had been able to 
make no personal observations beyond 
the American lines, but be transmits 
the translation of an article prepared 
for bim by Senor Manuel del Busto, 
chief of the agricultural experiment 
station in Manila. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
report is the almost hopeless picture 
presented of the conditions prevailing 
in the islands 
The great fertility of 
the soil is pointed out. and it is said 
that only in a few restricted areas, 
where three crops a year have been 
gathered without interruption for sev­ 
eral centuries, is there any apparent 
need of fertilizers 
In spite of this, all 
attempts at colonization have failed, 
either through the poor class of iniini 
grants secured, the financial instability 
of the various companies or the corrup­ 
tion and oppression of the governors 
and government agent*. 
The result is 
that the middle and lower classes in 
the islands are almost of the worst pos­ 
sible type 
In addition to this primary difficulty 
in securing reliable labor, the agricul­ 
turist is confronted st the start with 
the necessity for an immense amount 
of work in clearing new land. 
When 
this is accomplished and a luxuriant 
crop raised, it is at the mercy of the 
first typhoon 
Besides the typhoon. 
there is to he feared in certain prov­ 
inces the “ dagudo, ” or dry land wind, 
which dries up and destroys vegetation 
Diseases so far hardly known to Euro­ 
pean doctors resnlt from the tam ing 
ap of this virgin soil. 
According to 
competent medical authority, many of 
these strange disorders cause death 
within a few hours, while from others. 
even if the patient recovers, he is con 
demned to a wretched and lingering 
existence. 
Another of the great difficulties iii 
the way of agricultural development is 
the atter lack of roads and shipping 
points. 
The native Filipino is unable 
to do any large amount of work and 
cares to do less. 
He is indolent and 
given to gambling All these vices have 
to be taken iuto account in any nuder 
taking where labor is employed 
The 
lack of credit is another serious bandi 
cap to enterprise. 
The minimum cost 
of money in the Philippines regardless 
of security is 13 per cent 
At present 
the Filipinos are cursed by a well or 
ganised body of the worst sort of usnr 
fats. 
The price of nearly all crops is 
steadily falling as the production retro­ 
grades in quantity and quality 
Lieutenant Hayne in transmitting 
this interesting document states that 
he would strongly recommend special 
quarantine measures against Philippine 
planta, as there exist an immense nuui 
ber of very injurious parasites in the 
islands and many private parties are 
already preparing to import botanical 
specimen*

No labor is so exhausting to 
nerve force as work of mind and seal 
in caring for men s spiritual needs. The 
manual laborer tires muscles; food and 
sleep repair the waste. The manager of 
affairs of business has a heavier task 
and more exhausting service in brain 
care and nervous strain. 
He needs re­ 
laxation from thought problems. Sleep 
and exercise and change of scene be­ 
come necessary. 
But he who carries 
sorrows of heart, burdens of men’s sins, 
anxieties of soul for the eternal well 
being of his fellows, taxes all powers of 
body, mind aud spirit. 
He needs to 
escape from the sight of men to the 
hills and woods and sea. 
He needs to 
replace the babel of voices with the 
songs of birds, the murmur of breezes 
in the tree tops and thunder of surges 
on the sand.

Let the city worker seek the country. 
The country toiler may well visit the 
city and find new life and energy and 
uplift for his part in the work of the 
world.
